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Work ongoing as city of Brooksville 
receives new water lines 



The City of Brooksville has contracted with Tilton Excavation to replace existing water lines in Brooksville. Work 
began in early June and continues as the 4 - 6 inch water lines laid in 1938 are being replaced with new 8 inch pipes. The 
Tilton Excavating crews are working under the watchful eye of Jeff Mofford, city employee, as he hopes to alleviate any 
major water problems. He does however, want to inform residents and businesses to expect some water outages as tie-ins 
occur along the main line. With the age of the pipes, there are bound to be a few damaged lines that cannot be avoided due 
to degradation of material and the weight of the excavating equipment. As this occurs, boil water and no water advisories 
will be sent out to the affected areas via the county’s E911 Alert System. 

According to Jeff Mofford, water lines are being replaced from Elizabeth Street to Garrett Avenue to Woodward 
Avenue, and from Willow Street to the Health Department. If time and money allows, Mofford hopes to replace the lines 
along Frankfort Street coming back into the center of town. Residents should expect some problems with water pressure 
and boil water advisories as the project continues over the next few months. Work is expected to conclude by the first of 
November.

A Legislative Perspective on the Kentucky 
General Assembly 
State Rep. Mike Denham 



A common misconcep¬ 
tion about the legislative 
process is that all state laws 
take effect right after the 
governor signs them. 

While that assumption 
is understandable, the truth 
is that most laws are not of¬ 
ficial until 90 days after the 
end of a legislative session. 
This year, that date falls on 
July 15th. 

There are some excep¬ 
tions. If a law addresses a 
pressing need - as we saw 
this spring with the problem 
many school districts had 
regarding an excessive num¬ 
ber of snow days - the fix the 
General Assembly passes 
can take effect immediately. 

In other cases, a law may 
have a specified start date. 
That includes a measure this 
year giving state and local 
government agencies until 
January to implement more 
safety precautions to better 
protect our personal data. 

One of the more promi¬ 
nent new laws - reforming 
our juvenile justice system 
- has multiple enactment 
dates. Some sections take 
effect this month, and many 
others will be implemented 
next July; a new Juvenile 
Justice Oversight Council, 
meanwhile, has to be ap¬ 
pointed by August 1st. Once 
this law is fully in place, it 
is expected to save the state 
about $24 million over a five- 
year period while providing 
a more humane response 
in those cases in which the 
juvenile’s violation is rela¬ 
tively minor. 

Another law that has 
multiple enactment dates is 
one I sponsored, House Bill 
154. This will toughen the 
requirements for school offi¬ 
cers hired after July 1, 2015, 
and it also updates in-ser¬ 
vice training requirements 
for school board members, 
to ensure topics include fi¬ 
nance, ethics, and superin¬ 
tendent evaluation. In ad¬ 
dition, there will be greater 
transparency in school dis¬ 
trict spending. 

Overall, there were 
more than 130 bills to be¬ 
come law this year, and 
several of those are focused 
on improving the health of

Kentuckians. That includes 
making it easier for families 
to access CBD oil, which 
is derived from the hemp 
family and which has been 
shown to reduce seizures; 
and increasing the prescrib¬ 
ing authority for advanced 
practice registered nurses. 
Other changes bar minors 
from buying electronic ciga¬ 
rettes; call for more medical 
training to recognize pediat¬ 
ric head trauma; and create 
an adult-abuse registry to en¬ 
sure those guilty of hurting a 
vulnerable adult in their care 
are not hired for a similar po¬ 
sition. 

Other new laws affect 
our criminal justice system. 
Parents and guardians, for 
example, will now have to 
attend court with their chil¬ 
dren if the underage drivers 
receive a traffic violation; 
and the state’s concealed- 
carry laws have been up¬ 
dated significantly. Those 
changes include allowing 
honorably discharged mem¬ 
bers of the military to bypass 
training requirements for a 
license; and those possess¬ 
ing a domestic violence or¬ 
der or emergency protective 
order will now be able to 
quickly obtain a temporary 
concealed-carry permit. 

In education, trained and 
authorized school personnel 
can now administer medicine 
to students who are diabetics 
or have seizures; and other 
legislators and I expanded a 
pilot program that was cre¬ 
ated to help more Eastern 
Kentucky college students 
get their four-year degree. 
This initiative now includes 
all 34 coal-producing coun¬ 
ties, and the budget doubles 
the available money - which 
is derived from the coal-sev¬ 
erance tax - from $1 million 
a year to $2 million. 

Several new laws focus 
on economic development. 
That includes lowering the 
requirements to qualify for 
tourism-development tax in¬ 
centives in distressed coun¬ 
ties; letting veterans apply 
their heating-and-air training 
in the military when obtain¬ 
ing a private HVAC license; 
and helping GE and AK Steel 
expand their operations. 

As these new laws take 
effect, the General Assem¬ 
bly has already begun inter¬ 
im meetings with an eye on 
what changes may need to 
be made during next year’s 
legislative session, which 
begins in January. If you 
have any thoughts on what 
improvements should be 
made, I would like to know.

If there is any sin which religious people are 
particularly prone to, it is perhaps the sin of religious pride, 
and especially the sin of thinking that we are somehow 
holier than the mass of humanity. Religious people who 
teach, preach or write about these subjects are probably 
more at risk for this than the average person, since they 
are in some ways called upon to exhort others to act and 
believe piously. There are lots of dangers of being on this 
moral and religious high horse, not the least of which is that 
we have farther to fall the higher the horse. Indeed, Jesus 
reserved his most scathing criticisms for those high-minded 
teachers and Pharisees who seemed to relish the prospect 
of casting stones at sinners. The woes enumerated in the 
23rd chapter of Matthew's gospel and the 11th chapter of 
Luke's are directed at various forms of religious sins, and 
we would do well to study these chapters and honestly ask 
ourselves which of these high horses we might be riding 
on, perhaps without realizing it.

There is nothing that sets 
off a cold cut sandwich better 
than the taste of a pickle, and 
with so many varieties, you 
are bound to find one to suit 
every palate. So it probably 
won’t surprise you that pick¬ 
les are a popular home food 
preservation item. 

To ensure safe, tasty 
home-canned pickles, al¬ 
ways follow research-based 
recipes, such as those offered 
by Extension, that have been 
tested for product safety. 
Follow the recipe and use the 
proper amounts of the appro¬ 
priate ingredients to yield the 
best flavor from your food 
and to prevent food-borne 
illness. 

Quick-process pickles 
usually consist of cucumbers 
or other vegetables, vinegar, 
spices and seasonings. Al¬ 
ways use fresh, firm veg¬ 
etables for pickling. Discard 
a one-sixteenth slice from 
the blossom end of the veg¬ 
etable to help keep the final 
product firm. Blossoms con¬ 
tain enzymes that can cause 
vegetables to soften. Soaking 
the cucumbers or other veg¬ 
etables in salt water for sev¬ 
eral hours before covering 
with the pickling liquid will 
allow for easier packing. 

When making pickles, 
use only commercial vin¬ 
egar that has at least 5 per¬ 
cent acidity. Do not dilute 
the vinegar unless speci¬ 
fied in the recipe, because 
the acidity is needed for a 


safe product. The addition 
of vinegar makes pickles a 
high-acid food, which allows 
them to be safely processed 
using a boiling-water can- 
ner. Use canning or pickling 
salt. Table salt may make the 
pickling mixture cloudy. Use 
white sugar unless the recipe 
calls for brown. 

Quick-process pickles 
are more flavorful if allowed 
to sit for several weeks after 
processing. This allows the 
vegetables to aromatically 
blend with the seasonings 
and spices. 

If you are new to home 
canning, a good place to start 
is with the Extension pub¬ 
lication FCS3-578 “Home 
Canning Basics.” More in¬ 
formation on pickling and 
recipes for beginning, inter¬ 
mediate and advanced can- 
ners and for individuals with 
dietary restrictions are avail¬ 
able in publication FCS3- 
582 “Home Canning Pick- 
led and Fermented Foods.” 
Both publications are avail¬ 
able online at http://www2.

It’sMonday 
and back to work for the many 
that had an extended weekend 
due to the 4th of July holiday, 
but we would sure love to 
bottle the weather we experi¬ 
enced during that time! Many 
of our family spent Indepen¬ 
dence Day with son Matthew, 
his wife Tara and son Ethan, 
enjoying the swimming, fish¬ 
ing and boating that their lake 
offered, as well as enjoying 
the cookout (or should we 
say ‘pig-out’) and fireworks 
display. Unfortunately, some 
farmer lost four or five trays 
of tobacco plants on Hwy 10 
in Mason County and we were 
very tempted to stop and pick 
up a broken tray to take with 
us to Matthew’s. In (many) 
years past, the Fourth of July 
campout always included 
time spent re-setting tobacco, 
so we thought bringing tobac¬ 
co plants to the get together 
would be quite appropriate. 
For reasons unknown, our 
kids did not find the humor in 
our idea! Anyway, some of 
the family camped out over¬ 
night, but not these old bones! 
Just getting out of bed makes 
some of these bones creak and 
groan so we are pretty certain 
that if we slept on the ground 
it would take an army to get 
us to a standing position! We 
sincerely hope that all were 
able to spend time with fam¬ 
ily and friends, enjoying the 
weather and celebrating the 
birthday of this great country! 

Last week we had a call 
regarding the disposal of large 
items such as sofas. Rumpke 
changed its policy within the 
last couple of years and will 
pick up upholstered items 
and bedding only if they 
are encased in plastic. This 
policy came about due to the 
epidemic of bedbugs that has 
swept this Tri-State area over 
the last several years. In the 
past, Bradford’s Home Mart 
in Augusta has saved the large 


plastic bags that mattresses 
and box springs are delivered 
in so that these bags can be 
reused for disposal purposes 
of old bedding. Rumpke has 
an obligation to protect their 
drivers and it is for this reason 
that they developed the plas¬ 
tic covered policy. The other 
alternative is to deliver these 
items to the landfill person¬ 
ally because landfills do not 
require that they be encased in 
the plastic. 

Also recently we had a 
question regarding the use of 
recycling trailers. There are 
nine trailers in the county and 
for those of you unaware, any 
resident is allowed to put re¬ 
cycling material only in any of 
these trailers. On weekends in 
Augusta there are three trail¬ 
ers available for use by city 
and county residents but for 
some reason, the one located 
at the Augusta School gets the 
majority of recycling to the 
point that on many Monday 
mornings there are bags and 
boxes setting all around it. If 
the school trailer is full, please 
use the one located at the Au¬ 
gusta Depot lot or the one lo¬ 
cated at the Augusta Ball Park 
next to the City Maintenance 
Building. It makes no sense 
to risk getting recycling wet 
by setting it on the outside of 
a trailer when there are two 
more trailers that have plenty 
of room to accept this materi¬ 
al. And for our questions of the 
day, “Who do you think has to 
pick up all this material? And 
if the trailer is already full, 
where are we going to put the 
extra material?” Hmmmm! 

Please don’t forget about 
our Litter Patrol Workers dur¬ 
ing the remainder of July as 
they work to rid the roadways 
of unwanted garbage and as 
always, please RECYCLE, 
REUSE and REDUCE to 
keep God’s earth clean, green 
and beautiful!

With our spring work be¬ 
hind us, the Bracken County 
Extension Service will host 
3 workshops in the month of 
July. Each event will cover 
important topics with hands 
on demonstrations for par¬ 
ticipants to learn from. The 
programs will be offered 
twice at each location, from 
10 a.m. - Noon each morn¬ 
ing and from 5-7 p.m. each 
evening. 

These programs will be 
the final chance to get the 
required phase I educational 
credit for the 2013 programs.

July 14th - Cover Crops 
- Displayed are 10 varieties 
and or mixes of cover crops. 
These include both spring 
and summer cover crops 
that offer different benefits 
that include erosion control, 
organic matter improve¬ 
ments and nitrogen fixation. 
We will be looking at plant 
growth, root development 
and weed suppression. Dr. 
Shawn Wright, Extension 
Horticulture Specialist with 
the Robinson Center for Ap¬ 
palachian Resource Sustain¬ 
ability is helping with this 
demonstration. A representa¬ 
tive with NRCS will also be 
on hand to discuss the pro¬ 
grams they have available to 
help with cover crops. It will 
be held at the Bracken Indus¬ 
trial Park, beside the farmers 
market building.

We 
will discuss signs to look for 
to identify EAB, the effects 
the insect has on ash trees, 
timber value, options for 
timber stand management to 
deal with this pest. Mr. Mike 
Silliman, our district forester 
with the KY Division of For¬ 
estry will help with this pro¬ 
gram 

Bush Honeysuckle - We 
will learn how to identify 
this plant, its growth hab¬ 
its and how it spreads so 
quickly. We will look at dif¬ 
ferent treatments and control 
options. This event will be 
hosted by Mr. Terry Cooper 
and his woodlot is located 
behind his home at 2096 
Brooksville Germantown 
Road. Signs will be posted. 

July 23rd - Hay and 
Pasture Weed Control and 
Management We con¬ 
tinue to see more problems 
with weeds in hay fields and 
pastures. Two weeds we are 
receiving the most questions 
on are Curly Dock and Hemp 
Dogbane. Demonstrations 
will look at treated plants 
and possible control methods 
for light infestations. Dis¬ 
cussions will include field 
evaluations before seeding 
of legume stands and or pure 
grass stands. Also, producers 
can bring weed samples for 
identification. Please bring 
fresh samples, including the 
whole plant and roots if pos¬ 
sible. This event will be held 
at the Willow Farm Center.

USD A REMINDS PRO¬ 
DUCERS OF 2014 ACRE¬ 
AGE REPORTING 
REQUIREMENT 

U.S. Department of Ag¬ 
riculture (USDA) Kentucky 
Farm Service Agency (FSA) 
Executive Director John W. 
McCauley reminds agricul¬ 
tural producers that July 15, 
2014, is the deadline to file 
an acreage report for spring 
seeded crops. Planted acres 
must be reported to FSA by 
July 15, 2014. The Agricul¬ 
tural Act of2014 (2014 Farm 
Bill) requires producers on a 
farm to submit annual acre¬ 
age reports on all cropland. 

“Although some federal 
farm program enrollments 
have not yet started, timely 
acreage reports for all crops 
and land uses, including pre¬ 
vented and failed acreage 
that producers submit to their 
local FSA office, are impor¬ 
tant to ensure program eligi¬ 
bility,” said McCauley. 

Acreage reports to FSA 
are considered timely filed 
when completed by the ap¬ 
plicable final crop reporting 
deadline, which may vary 
from state to state. Peren¬ 
nial forage crops intended 
for grazing or haying were 
required to be reported last 
fall, whereas perennial for¬ 
age crops with an intended 
use of cover only, green ma¬ 
nure, left standing, or seed, 
must be reported by July 15. 

Although July 15 is the 
most common deadline to 
report acreage for spring 
seeded crops, this date may 
be different in locations with 
climates that are warmer or 
cooler than average. Pro¬ 
ducers should contact their 
county FSA office if they are 
uncertain about acreage re¬ 
porting deadlines. McCauley 
said that failed acreage must 
be reported before the dis¬ 
position of the crop and that 
prevented acreage must be 
reported within 15 calendar 
days after the final planting 
date for the applicable crop.

The current church 
building is the culmina¬ 
tion of many folks work¬ 
ing over many years with 
each generation maintain¬ 
ing or adding to the struc¬ 
ture. Over the last three 
years, many much-needed 
repairs and renovations 
have taken place with the 
current project of re-lead- 
ing, repairing and adding 
new storm windows to 


the century old stained glass 
windows as the final phase. 
This is the most expensive 
part, but it would be impos¬ 
sible to purchase new win¬ 
dows. Mr. Tim Heil who is 
doing the work on the win¬ 
dows assures them that the 
repaired windows will last 
well beyond the next 100 
years even though the origi¬ 
nal church building did not 
contain such beautiful struc¬ 
tural components. 

From 1840 until 1866, 
Bracken County Catholics 
were served by mission¬ 
ary priests who would say 
Mass in the homes of the 
faithful. In 1866 a perma¬ 
nent beginning of the parish 
was finally made when Rev. 
Alto S. Hermann, then pas¬ 
tor of Augusta, organized 
the Brooksville parish. On 
August 22, 1866, Dennis 
O’Brien deeded to the first 
Bishop of Covington, the 


Most Reverend G.A. Car- 
rell, the land on which the 
church and pastoral resident 
stands today as a donation to 
the parish then forming , and 
“to be used by him and his 
successors thence forward 
and forever for church pur¬ 
poses.” As they celebrate 
the first 100 years of this 
church building, they are 
forever grateful to Mr. Den¬ 
nis O’Brien for his gener¬ 
osity! An article written in 
March, 1953, by Mary Mar¬ 
garet Appelman (Boyce) for 
the St. James School News¬ 
paper, The Inkling , summed 
up the spirit of the times. 
She wrote, “There were 
many generous contribu¬ 
tions made to the building of 
the church. There was a pre¬ 
dominance of non-Catholic 
names among this roll of 
honor, whose liberal finan¬ 
cial support was a strong aid 
to the “handful of Irish.” It 


speaks well for the spirit 
of good fellowship which 
existed in the early days of 
the parish, and has come 
down through the years as 
a precious heritage.” 

On July 12, 1914, 
the cornerstone for the 
new church was solemnly 
placed and blessed by Rev. 
James L. Gorey under the 
direction of the Pastor, 
Rev. Thomas J. Coleman, 
and this new church was 
dedicated on December 
6, 1914. Fr. Coleman was 
pastor of St. James from 
October 1907 until 1918. 
The generosity, coopera¬ 
tion and support among 
the various denomina¬ 
tions in Bracken County 
continue to this day and 
they sincerely hope to see 
many of you during our 
weekend celebration of 
July 26 and 27!
